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SHADE  AND  ORNAMENTAL 


There  is  no  'better  investment  for  the  home  than  orna- 
mental trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Massachusetts  Forestry 
Association  asked  a number  of  real  estate  men:  “How 
much  do  full  grown  shade  trees  along  the  street  improve 
the  value  of  adjoining  residence  property?”  The  average 
answers  lay  between  25  and  40  per  cent.  Aside  from  the 
purely  commercial  value  there  is  added  pleasure  in  the 
home.  'Wbat  is  more  inviting  on  a sultry  summer  day 
than  a cool,  shady  lawn,  tastefully  decorated  with  trees, 
shrubs  and  flowers.  It  is  not  difficult  to  so  arrange  shrubs 
as  to  make  the  borne  more  beautiful  as  well  as  more  com- 
fortable. The  house,  of  course,  must  be  in  the  focus  of 
the  picture.  It  can  be  made  to  blend  gracefully  with  its 
surroundings  by  planting  dwarf  shrubs  around  the  founda- 
tion, breaking  the  sharp  angles  and  corners.  Tbe  monotony 
may  be  relieved  by  planting  higher  shrubs  between  the 
windows  and  using  shrubs  which  flower  at  different  times.

WINDBREAKS 

Too  many  farm  yards  in  the  grain-growing  and  stock-  d 
raising  districts  of  the  Northwest  are  without  windbreaks. 

In  the  states  east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  a tree  wind- 
break has  long  been  recognized  as  a necessary  protection, 
and  but  few  farms  are  without  them.  ..They  not  only  fur- 
nish protection  and  shelter  from  severe  winds,  but  give 
shade  to  family,  live  stock  and  poultry  during  the  hot 
summer  weather. 

Many  farmers  have  the  mistaken  idea  that  windbreak 
trees  cannot  be  grown  in  the  drier  regions,  but  it  is  a prov- 
en fact  that  certain  varieties  can  be  grown  wherever  farm- 
ing can  be  carried  on.  A little  care  in  planting,  followed 
by  frequent  curtivation  during  the  first  season  is  all  that 
is  required.  Where  rainfall  is  very  light.  Black  Locust, 
Russian  Mulberry  and  Box  Elder  do  well.  Where  moisture 
is  more  plentiful,  in  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  vari- 
eties, plant  Carolina  Poplar,  Lombardy  Poplar  and  Silver 
Maple.  All  of  the  above  varieties  are  rapid  growers  and 
hardy. 
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
